industry; a mo r e co mplete fitting o f the 
pupil fo r self-suppo rt; an exaltatio n o f 
o f the mind by a study o f nature. 
The 
o bject o f o ur scho o ls sho uld be to pre­ 
pare the child fo r a life o f usefulness, 
and this can wo il be do ne in part by 
instilling a » radical 
kno wledge o l 
so me av o catio n, to at least an elemental 
degree. Practical instructio n alo ng the 
lino o f th» ur future life wo rk will be o f 
g reat benefit financially a« well as in 
the general elev atio n o f their man­ 
ho o d. 
Had the speaker been taught 
the difference between pistillate and 
staminate plants while at scho o l, it 
wo uld hav e sav ed 
him much subse­ 
quent lo ss o f time aud many 
hundreds 
o f do llar« . 
As to ho w ho rticulture 
must bo taught in the scho o ls: 
A per­ 
io d kno wledge canno t be taught; but 
much useful info rmatio n can be im ­

it must be do ne 
bv practical teachers with a scientific 
kno wledge o f the things taught. 
To 
this end graduates fro m o ur No rmal

culture ami agriculture. 
The speaker 
said he wo uld no t be in fav o r o f fo rcing 
tin« mater o n the scho o ls, but by agita 
tio n thro ugh such g athering s a« this, 
wo uld direct public attentio n alo ng 
this line, to the end that ev entually a j 
bill be p a s s e d requiring the teaching 1 
o f ho rticulture m thhe rural scho o ls.

in line with the mo tio n o f Amo s 
F. 
Moore at the Lee Co unty Farmers’ In- 
wtitute Friday ev ening, wo nee that 
Representativ e Abbo tt o f 
Whiteside 
county wao ts the farmer bo y o f Illino is 
to know so mething o f the science and 
t ìeory of agriculture, as weil as the 
practical part o f the farmcir's life. 
He 
has intro duced a bill in the leg islature 
which makes ev ery co untry scho o l in 
the statu a nauxiliary to the co llege o f 
agriculture o f the state univ ersity. 
The farmer members o f the general 
assembly, irrespectiv e o f po litics, are 
enthusiastic o v er the Abbo tt bill. 
It 
pro v ides 
in the beginning that ail 
teachers in the ungraded scho o ls o f the 
state shall be required to teach the ele­ 
ments o f agricultural sciences. 
The 
bill names July 1, 19 01, as the last date 
after which no teacher shall 
be em­ 
plo yed to teach in ungraded scho o ls i 
who has no t passed a satisfacto ry ex­ 
aminatio n in the fundamental princi­ 
ples o f husbandry. 
The bill pro v ides 
that “ suitable studies shall be pre­ 
pared under the superv isio n o f the 
dean o f the co lleg e o f agriculture, 
the 
pro fesso r o f ho rticulture o f the state 
univ ersity, the state ento mo lo gist and 
the state superintendent o f public in­ 
structio n, and it is hereby made the 
duties o f these o fficials to prepare such 
studies.”
